Cabinet, ‘as’ set out’ below, are those 
whicn Sir Stafford Cripps has taken 
with him/*sfor discussion with the 
I: dian leaders, and the question as to 
whether they will be implemented will 
depend upon the outcome of those dis- 
cussions which are now taking place. 
His Majesty’s. Government, having 
“sonsidered the anxieties expressed in 
this country and in India, as to the 
‘ulfilment of the promises made in 
regard f®the future of India, have 
decided to Nay down in precise and 
clear terms the steps which /they pro- 
pose shall be taken for the earliest 
nossible realisation of self-government 
11 India. The object is the creation of 
a new Indian Union which shall con- 
stitute a Dominion, associated with the 
lmted Kingdom and the other 
Dominions by a common allegiance to 
the Crown, but equal to them in every 
respect, in no way subordinate in any 
aspect of its domestic or external 
affairs. 


DECLARATION 


His Majesty’s Government, therefore, 
make the-following declaration :— 

A—Immediately upon the cessation 
co! hostilities steps shall be taken to set. 
up in India, in the manner described 
lereafter, an elected body charged with 
the task of framing a new Constitution 
for India. 

B—Provision shall be made, as set 
out below, for the participation of the 
Indian States in the Constitution-mak- 
ing body. 

C—His Majesty’s Government un- 
devtake to accept and implement forth- 
with the Constitution so framed, sub- 
ject only to— ee 

1--The right of any province of 
British India that is not prepared 
to accept the new Constitution to 
retain its present constitutional 
position, provision being made for 
its subsequent accession, if it so de- 
cides, with such non-acceding pro- 
vinces, should they so desire. His 
Majesty’s Government will be pre- 
pared to agree upon a new Consti- 
tution giving them the same full 
status as Indian union, and arrived 
at by a procedure analagous to 
that here laid down. 

2—The signing of a treaty which 
shall be negotiated between Huis 
Majesty’s Government and the 
Constitution-making body. This 
treaty will cover all necessary 
matters arising out of the complete 
transfer of responsibility from 
British to Indian hands. It will 
make provision in accordance with 
the undertakings given by His 
Majesty’s Government for the pro- 
tection of -racial and religious 
minorities, but. will not impose any 
restriction on the power of the 
Indian Union to decide in the 
fulure its relationship to the other 
member States of the British Com- 
monwealth. 

Whether or not an Indian State 
elects te adhere to the constitution it 
will be necessary to negotiate a revision 
of its treaty arrangements so far as 
this may be required in the new situa- 
tion. 

D—The Constitution-making body 
shall be composed as follows, unless 
the leaders of Indian opinion in the 
principal communities agree upon some 
other form before the end of hostilities: 
Immediately upon the result being 
known of the provincial elections, 
whieh will be necessary at the end of 
hostilities, the entire membership of 
the Lower Houses of the provincial 
legislatures shall, as a single Electoral 
College. proceed to the election of the 
Constitution-making body by the 
svstem of proportional represen- 
tation. ‘This new body shall be 
12 number about one-tenth of the 
number of the Electoral College. 
Indian States shall be invited to ap- 
point representatives in the same pro- 
portion to their total population as in 
tle case of the representatives of British 
Judia as a whole, and with the same 
powers as the British Indian members. 

E—During the critical period which

CONGRESS DIVIDED 


NEW DELHI, Sunday.—The leaders 
of the All-India Congress, the largest 
and most influential body in India, are 
divided concerning the proposals. The 
Congress Executive is divided into two 
camps—one headed by Mahatma 
Gandhi, who thinks the proposals will 
prevent India from achieving full 
political integrity; the other headed by 
Chakravarthi Rajam Opalachariar, ex- 
Premier of Madras, who, according to 
reports, thinks that in view of the 
present tense factional rivalries— 
notably between Hindus and Muslims— 
Lhe proposals submitted by Sir Stafford 
Cripps offer the best compromise. 
His opinion is reinforced by the view 
that at the end of the war separatist 
tendencies in India may be lessened 
and that there may be wider desire 
throughout the country to federate as 
a single unit. - 

In view of this difference of opinion 
Congress acceptance is likely to hinge 
on what the Left-Wing leader, 
Jawaharlal Nehru, says. Indications 
are that he is favourably disposed 
towards acceptance, which explains why 
Sir Stafford Cripps is concentrating on 
him, as shown by two conferences 
to-day. 

If it is true that Nehru is in favour 
of saying ‘“‘yes”’ there will be the 
piquant situation of the Right-Wing 


leader, Royam Palachariar, and the 
Congress Left-Wing leader, Nehrv, 
aligning themsetves against Gandhi, 
with the balance of success in their 
favour. 

There is every chance that the 
Muslim League will agree to the 
proposals. Mahomed Ali Jinnah, the 
President, who has long demanded 
India’s partition into separate 


autonomous Hindu and Muslim States, 
is believed to be gratified, because 
the proposals give an individual 
province, or provinces, the right not 
to join in the Federation. 

Both Congress and the Muslim League 
atu expected to demand clarification on 
the point of the defence of India during 
the war. They both feel that in its 
present psychological mood the country 
will require an Indian Defence member 
if it is to be galvanised into an all-out 
effurt. 

The Indian Princes will probably wait 
for the final decision of Congress and 
tiie Muslim League. If these parties 
accept the British Government’s pro- 
posals, they will almost certainly throw 
in their Jot with the proposed Federa- 
tion. Other small groups, such as the 
“ untouchables,’ known here as the 
depressed classes, are gratified, because 
the British Government intends to 
secure safeguards for them in the India 
of the future, but they will want more 
precise details about them. 

The Sikhs, the warrior caste of 
Hindus, who are confined almost exclu- 
sively to Punjab Province, which has a 
Muslim majority, are expected to be a 
special problem. They demand the 
setting up of a vs ge Sikh enclave 
in the Punjab, and if this is granted 
they will probably be prepared: to join 
the All-India Federation.—(Associated 
Press. )

ment, but only a declaration that they 
vould be prepared to make if it met 
with a sufficiently general an 
favourable acceptance from _ the 
various sections of Indian opinion. 
It is difficult to imagine a more 
weighty issue than this one, upon which 
the future, the happiness and freedom 
of 350,000,000 people may well depend.’ 

He appealed to the Press to seék 
to help te bring all Indian opinion 
together. and not to divide or exacer- 
bate differences 

When a pressman asked: ‘‘In view 
of this scheme is there any difficulty 
about India’s participating in the 
Atlantic Charter?” Sir Stafford 
replied: “ There is no difficulty at all.”

NEW UNION’S POWERS 

NEW DELHI, Sunday.—Comment- 
ing on the proposals for the future of 
India, Sir Stafford Cripps made it clear 
that the new Indian Union would be 
completely free either to remain within 
the Commonwealth or to go outside it. 
It would also have absolute freeaom 
to decide its future relations with 
other member States of the Common- 
wealth, one of which was Great 
Britain. He indicated that it would 
be obligatory on the part of all pro- 
vinces to participate in the elections 
to the Constitution-making body. As 
soon as the Constitution was settled, 
everything would be transferred to 
India. He envisaged the possibility 
that only provinces which are con- 
tiguous could form a separate union. 
Replying to questions regarding the 
procedure to determine whether a pro- 
vince did or did not accede, Sir 
Stafford Cripps said that in any case 
where the result was not absolutely 
clear the suggestion had been made 
that it should be done by a plebiscite 
of the adult population of the whole 
rovince. Where the Provincial Legis- 
lative Assembly had decided ty a 
majority of 80 per cent. to accede it 
would be unnecessary to have 4 
lebiscite. If 60 per cent. of the legis- 


ators did not vote in favour of 
accession, then the minorities shculd 
have the right to challenge the 


lebiscite. The plebiscite self wevld 
be decided by a bare majority. 
Asked if the scheme ‘reant that 
the creation of separate Hindu end 
Moslen: States had been conceded, Sir 
Stafford replied; ‘‘Certainly not. 
There would be no condition, he said, 
in the Treaty to be signed between 
the British Government and the Con- 
stitution-making body as - .egards 
uarding the vested rights of the 
ritish in India.

i There was an argument between a 
couple of men at one of the O'Connell 
street corners as to the numbers of 
cars passing at the time, and they de- 
cided that the one who said there were 
many more than there had been was 
right. I got into the argument and 
we worked it all out this way: there 
are no more cars on the road now than 
last month; but, seeing that they are 
going to be unable to use their cars at 
all in a few weeks, the owners have 
decided to\have a last fling. Private 
and secret stores of petrol are being 
drained into the car ‘ nks, cars are no 
longer being carefully nursed along 
on essential trips only. The result is 
that the same number of cars are 
getting about more and there appears 
to be more cars on the road. It may 
be that I dodged the same car several 
times yesterday as the owner dashed 
here and there on small errands for the 
cook or his wife. 

Then I met the only man I know 
who owns a motor car. I[ used to 
work for him and he remembers me 
with sympathy. He was parked out- 
side a restaurant in the afternoon— 
with his engine running — while he 
blithely smoked a cigarette. I talked 
to him through the side window. He 
ignored my oblique attempt to tell him 
he had Jeft his engine idling, and when 
I tol him out straight about it he 
laughed. ‘‘ You see, the way it is,’’ he 
said, ‘‘in a few weeks we're going to 
be in the position that we can’t ride 
in our cars at all, even if we've got 
the petrol. What's the use of my’ 
spinning ont my 50 gallons that | 
have stored for the past six months? 
Next month we'll be stopped if we re 
driving our cars and asked if we are 
an essential service. J] am an essential 
service, all right, but only to a limited 
part. of the community, so I’m sure 
that no Guard is going to pass me. 
So, I’m using up my little store as 
fast as I can. I'm having my last 
fling.” 

I left him, hoping that at least there 
would be enough petrol or oil in the 
country to keep the ‘buses running. Il 
live five miles from town. 


AIR RAID ON LUEBECK 
FIERCE FIRES STARTED 


The British Air Ministry yesterday 
stated :—‘‘ A strong force of bombers 
last night attacked the important port 
of Liibeck. The port was heavily 
bombed, and fierce fires were left burn- 
ing. Attacks were also made during 
the night un enemy aerodromes and 
other objectives in occupied territory. 
Twelve of our bombers are missing 
from these operations.’’ 

Liibeck is the most important com- 
mercial port in the Western Baltic, says 
the Press Association. It handles the 
reater part of seaborne traffic with 
Sweden, and particularly the supply 
of iron ore and other raw materials for 
the central German industrial‘ area. It 
is also used for the despatch of military 
supplies to Norway, Finland and the 
extreme north of the Russian front. 

““ Our bombers did great destruction 
at, Lúbeck,” states the Air Ministry 
News Service. “ All reports agree | 
that the fires in and around the main 
city area were of great violence and 
size. They spread very rapidly. Soon 
after the beginning of the attack, at 
about 10.30 p.m., there were only a 
few small fires. Twenty minutes later 
there were reports that the fires seemed 
to have spread right across the island. | 
The fires of Liibeck could be seen frum 
very many miles away. A number of 
heavy bombs were dropped, and these 
exploded with volcanic effect in the 
midst of the fires, but the bursts of 
the medium-sized bombs were sometimes 
lost in the confusion of flames. A 
heavy cloud of smoke lay over the town 
and drifted slowly for miles across the 
countryside.” 


‘*ALERT” IN PARIS 


VICHY, Sunday.—An “alert’’ was 
sounded in the Paris region last night, 
according to the Vichy News Agency. 
It lasted from 10.15 p.m. to 11.30 p.m. 
Vichy radio said that leaflets. were 
dropped and anti-aircraft batteries 
opened fire. The Swiss radio said that 
no bombs were dropped.—(Reuter.) 


BREAD POSITION SERIOUS 


The gravity of Eire’s bread situation 
was described at Kilkenny and Castle- 
comer yesterday by Mr. T. Derrig, 
Minister for Education, as ‘‘not known 
in our time.” He warned his audience 
that if the exhortations from leaders 
of Church and State or the early intro 
duction of bread rationing were not 
sufficient to convince farmers of that 
gravity, ‘‘ other measures will have to 
be tried.” The Government would he 
failing in its duty if it did not take 
a most serious view of negligence in 
the matter. 


CLOSING OF SHOPS 


Two new Orders affecting the closing 
of shops have been made by the 
Minister for Industry and Commerce. 
One of these extends the hours which 
shops may be kept open during the 
summer months from a minimum of 
half-an-hour in some cases to two hours 
in respect of others. In Dublin and Dun 
Laoghaire the hours of closing will be 
during the months of April and Septem- 
ber—Monday to Thursday, 8.30; Friday, 
9; Saturday, 10. In May, June, July and 
August the corresponding times will 
be—9, 9 and 10. In all other areas the 
times of closing in the first period will 
be, Monday to Friday, 9; Saturday, 
10; and the second period, Monday to 
Saturday, 10 o’c. 

The closing hour of 5.30 pm. for 
certain shops in the Borough of Fa 
Dublin, mostly drapery shops, will 
continue during the summer months on 
week-days.

DESTRUCTION CAUSED BY 
EXPLOSIVES SHIP 


DETAILS of a British Naval, air and military raid on St. 
Nazaire, the port on the French coast used by Germany 
as a U-boat base for operations in the Atlantic, were issued by 
Combined Headquarters in London yesterday. 


The raid was carried out early on Saturday morning, and 
the latest communiqué claims that the main lock gate of the dry 
dock was rammed by a destroyer filled with explosives, and 
that special service troops carried out demolition work on the 
harbour installations. 


Fierce resistance was offered by German troops and Navy 
men, and some of the raiding party were unable to withdraw. 
Early yesterday morning vessels of the raiding party, some of 
which carried wounded Commandos, arrived back at a British. 
port. 


The German High Command report states that the 
explosive-laden destroyer blew up before it reached the dock 
gates, and that torpedo-boats, speed-boats and assault boats 
went down under the fire of the coastal batteries. It adds that 
all attacks were repelled and landing troops wiped out. 


St. Nazaire is described by the Press Association as the 
only harbour on the Atlantic seaboard which can take vessels 
of the size of the Tirpitz.

The German High Command stated 
that one destroyer, nine speedboats and 
four torpedo-boats were destroyed. 
‘‘In addition to suffering heavy casual- 
ties the enemy left more than 100 
prisoners in our hands. On the Ger- 
man side not a single military vehicle 
was lost. There was also no damage 
of any kind to the U-boat base.”’

RUSSIAN CLAIM IN FIVE 
DAYS BATTLE 


—T— 


FIVE-DAY battle in one sector 

of the Kalinin front—between 
Smolensk and Staraya Russa—in 
which the Germans _ repeatedly 
attempted to wipe out deep Soviet 
‘wedges ” driven into their lines, 
has ended in the defeat of the 
German plans. The Germans, 
according to the Russian report, lost 
2,400 men killed and many others 
wounded. In addition, twenty-five 
German tanks and twenty-two 
‘planes were destroyed. 

In this, the first German counter- 
operation of any size in several months, 
savs Reuter, the Germans not only 
failed to break through the Soviet posi- 
tions to a certain river system, but are 
now back on the defensive. In a com- 
bined operation from two directions, 
roughly, north-west and south-east, the 
Germans employed an 8.S. Division, 
the ‘‘ Reich’ 312th Infantry Regiment, 
the 11th Motorised Regiment, the 110th 
Infantry Division, and a large group of 
tanks. The Soviet troops stood up to 
the German attempt to crush in with 
tanks, and finally succeeded in main- 
taining the initiative. 

A Red Star correspondent, de- 
scribing this battle, says:—‘‘A Red 
Army formation drove a deep wedge 
into the German defences and split a 
strong enemy concentration in two. 
Each of these enemy groups found it- 
self in an extremely difficult position, 
being isolated from its base and sur- 
rounded. The enemy entrenched him- 
self in his centres of resistance and 
desperately fought back. Our aes. “a. 
continuing their offensive, successfuily 
destroyed the enemy’s centres of resist- 
ance, and drove the wedge deeper into 
his lines.”’ 


ENCIRCLED ARMY 


The increasingly heavy fighting in 
the Staraya Russa area and at Rzhev, 
on the central front, is described in a 
Stockholm dispatch. At Staraya Russa, 
where the 16th German Army is 
encircled, the battle ‘is just entering 
a decisive phase,’ the dispatch says. 
At Rzhev a battle has been raging con- 
tinuously for a week. and is stated to 
have ‘‘ incredsed in intensity’ during 
the Jast few days. The dispatch also 
describes new obstacles caused by the 
melting of ice on the river banks. 
fhe Germans are abandoning without 
regret their holes in the snow or 
ground, as well as the mircrable huts 
in which they have passed the most 
painful five months of their lives, con- 
stantly harassed by the enemy, who 
are indefatigible in their night attacks. 
They are now awaiting the order to 
advance.” 


FIGHT FOR VILLAGE 


Soviet trcops have occupied ten 
inhabited localities in one of the 
sector’ of the Southern front, 


laveataa'sa cerrespondent reports. Russian 
tanks, in close co-operaticn with the 
infantry, inflicted] heavy blows on the 
(Germans. ‘*Throughout, Saturday 
Soviet tanks and iniantrv were fight- 
ing for the village ‘ZH.’’’ the corres- 
sondent says. ‘At dawn six Soviet 
ba and medium tanks were hurled 
against the village. The attack took 
the Germans by surprise—a group of 
officers and men were taken prisoner 
while having breakfast. The enemy 
was thrown out of ‘ZH,’ and made | 
a stand at the edge of the forest. The 
dav before the same Soviet units 
had occupied another village and 
annihilated in the course of the fight 
ing about one hattalion of German 
ofhcers and men. The Soviet troops 
also smashed battalion headquarters 
of the 211th German Infantry Division 
and captured interesting documents.’’— 
(Reuter. )

Shots fired from a motor car at 
Detective Sergeant William Fannin, 
R.U.C., when he was cycling on the 
Falls road, Belfast, on Saturday morn- 
ing, wounded him twice in the side. 
He is now in the Royal Victoria 
Hospital, where, it is stated, he is 
progressing satisfactorily. 

Sergeant Fannin was cycling from 
his home in Norfolk parade to Spring- 
field road barrack. The shooting took 
place opposite the La Salle Park. The 
sergeant was taken to hospital in a 
lorry. Soon afterwards the motor car 
returned, and, as it passed the place, 
two more shots were fired towards a 
crowd which had collected, but no one 
was injured, 

There was considerable police activity 
during the week-end. Cars’ were 
stopped going to and from the’ city and 
their drivers questioned. No arrests 
have been reported. 


NO COAL NEXT WINTER 


Since no coal will be available in the 
coming winter, there will be a much 
greater demand for turf than last 
winter. .

CHUNGKING, Sunday. — Japanese 
forces have penetrated into the city of 
Toungoo, says the Chinese war com- 
muniqué.

The communiqué says:—‘‘ Japanese 
forces which reached points north-west 
of Toungoo received large reinforce- 
ments and continued to assault the 
Chinese positions, thereby forcing the 
Chinese to retire to positions along the 
railway.

inaccurate, and caused practically no 
damage. The guns of our forts fired 
intermittently on enemy positions on 
the south shore of Manila Bay. Many 
smalt boats assembled by the Japanese 
on Partungan beach were destroyed 
by our shell fire.’’—(Reuter. )

MELBOURNE, Sunday. — The

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Far Behind? 


The bursts of sunshine that opened 
the buds of early flowers in Dublin 
gardens last week came as a 
sudden reminder that winter is 
at an end. To us in Ireland the 
approach of spring is a matter of 
sheer joy ; to millions of men on the 
continent of Europe it offers nothing 
but a prospect of further, and pro- 
bably increased, agony. Holy Week 
throughout the world finds High 
Commands and General Staffs 
busily engaged in.the perfection of 
plans for the spring offensive. 
Propaganda departments are work- 


months of comparative calm, 
opposing armies are getting ready 
for what may prove to be the final 
trial of strength. Great Britain's 
plans as yet are unknown. Since 
Mr. Maisky’s recent speech the 


front on the continent has been in- 
creasing. There seems to be a grow- 
ing feeling in England that some- 
thing positive must be done in order 
to divert German pressure from 
Soviet Russia during the next few 
months. The official view still 
seems to be that Britain’s major 
effort ought to be made in North 
Africa and the Middle East; that 


defended at all costs, and that, if 


the Germans should aecide_ to 
launch a big offensive in the 
Mediterranean, the British and 
Allied forces should be in a posi- 
tion to meet the thrust and 
eventually to defeat it. On 


the face of things, the popular view 
appears to be logical; but, when all 
is said and done. the British Govern- 
ment has the final responsibility, 
and it 4. certain that Mr. Winston 
Churchill has the benefit of the best 
available advice. Last Saturday’s 
raid on the German naval station at 
St. Nazaire, although it was only a 
““tip-and-run ” affair, indicates that 
the offensive spirit is not lacking, 
and proves that the suggestion of 
‘* softness,’’ made so freely after the 
debacle at Singapore, was utterly 
without foundation. The position of 
the British Government is peculiarly 
dificult. Its naval and military 
commitments are so greatly varied, 
and involve so much geographical 
dispersion, that strong concentration 
at any given point is almost im- 
possible. This situation, doubtless, 
will change as American participa- 
tion in the “shooting war” increases ; 
but, for the moment, and until the 
“Axis” Powers show their hand, 
a false step might be disastrous. For 
that reason, we should imagine, Mr. 
Churchill and his advisers are merely 
marking time. 

A vastly different situation 
exists in Russia. Here the opposing 
armies have no choice. A spring 
offensive is inevitable, and we may 
be sure that both sides have com- 
pleted their plans long ago. For 
the last five months Russians and 
Germans alike have been fighting 
in terrible conditions. There is 
small doubt that the Germans had 
expected to be able to go into 
winter quarters, as it were, and give 
their armies the rest that they must 
have needed so badly after their 
strenuous exertions during the 
summer and autumn months of last 
year; but Marshal Timoshenko’s sur- 
prising decision to mount a counter- 
offensive—or, rather, a bewildering 
series of counter-offensives—brought 
into play a totally new factor, which 
may prove in the long run to have 
been among the most important 
factors in the whole war. Last week 
the Germans, having been on the 
defensive since the beginning of 
November, started a fierce attack in 
the sector between Smolensk and 
Staraya Russa, presumably in an 
effort to straighten out some 
dangerous salients in their lines. 
According to the Russian bulletins, 
this battle, which lasted for five 
days, failed completely to achieve 
its purpose. The Germans lost 
2,400 killed, as well as an unspeci- 
fied number of wounded. They also 
lost twenty-five tanks and twenty- 
two aircraft; and the Russians 


declare that, when the German 
thrust had spent itself, they 
actually made further advances 
in the area of the ‘‘ wedges.’’ 
A spokesman of the German 
High Command stated yester- 
day that in another sectur, 


north and north-east of Lake Ilmen, 
between Leningrad and Staraya 
Russa, the German troops had been 
engaged for a week in a “ defensive 
action ” against ‘‘ bitter attacks ” by 
the Russians. He added that the 
difficult weather and ground condi- 
tions had made “ great demands ”’ 
on the German troops. Manifestly, 
the losses on both sides have been 
appalling, in material as well as in 
men; and some time may pass before 
either is able to mount a large-scale 
offensive. Apart from the one sector 
on which the Germans have. been 
attacking, the general 
seems still to lie in Russian hands; 
but there is no doubt at all that the 
Germans have plentiful reserves, and 
that they have been able to amass 
vast supplies of war material of 
every kind during the winter. The 
stage, then, is being set for the last 
act of this cosmic tragedy. Before 
the curtain falls mankind will be 
condemned to a further period of 
agonised suffering, having abandoned 
itself to the blind arbitrament of 
brute force. Easter ought to be a 
season of renewed hope for the 
Christian world; this year its 
message will be overwhelmed in the 
din of crashing strife.

The Great Awakening (Savoy) 
“spotlights ” a romance in the life of 
Schubert. The romance is with Llona 
Massey, who sings competently; and 
that very good actor, Albert Basser- 
man, is interesting as Beethoven. The 
settings are too obviously pasteboard, 
but the picture has the virtue of 
Schubert’s music, and the flash-back 
method makes it much better than 
most ‘‘moments musicals.”’

Irish Labour 


The Midlothian Agricultural Execu- 
tive Committee and the Department of 
Agriculture for Scotland have made 
arrangements to bring from Éire a 
number of agricultural workers, who 
will be housed near Dalkeith. The men 
will be available for work anywhere in 
the county, but will be retained in the 
first instance in the employment of the 
Executive Committee. The idea of the 
scheme under which the Irishmen will 
be available to farmers at fixed rates 
of wages is to ensure greater equity in 
the allocation of casual labour to farms 
throughout the country, and to remove 
the threat of the loss of crops, which 
was used last year with satisfactory 
results by the migrants to step up 
their wages to exceptional levels.

It is only now that the Book Fair 1s 
over that we are able to view it as a 
whole, and say whether it was a success 
or failure, and begin to surmise upon 
what sort of effect it has upon Dublin, 
and even Ireland as a whole.
